Calling Bar Hill Cyclists. 


Where do you cycle? Do you ever leave Bar Hill 
on your cycle? Dare you use the Al4?

I consider it too dangerous for cyclists. This was 
true when it was the A604; now that it has become 
the Al4 and is carrying the extra traffic from the 
M1 and M6, particularly large lorries to the east 
coast, the road is more dangerous. 

There is an alternative, the track between Bar 
Hill and Dry Drayton. It is a bridleway, therefore 
cyclists do have a right of way. Unfortunately in 
wet weather the track becomes very muddy and 
unusable. When the track dries out it becomes 
very rough where it has been cut up when wet. 

If this bridleway had an all-weather cycle track, 
I am sure that many Bar Hill residents would 
consider cycling out of the village. It is a quiet 
alternative route to Cambridge. The distance from 
Bar Hill village Green to Cambridge market square 
is almost exactly the same via Dry Drayton, Mad- 
ingley and picking up the cycle path on the A 1303 
into Cambridge, as it is along the A14. The track 
to Dry Drayton would also give access to other 
secondary road routes such as to Coton and 
Grantchester or Hardwick and Toft. 

This route is being considered by the local 
councils; it stands a better chance of being estab- 
lished if it has strong local support. I am writing 
this letter to urge anyone who would like to see an 
all-weather cycle track to Dry Drayton to make 
their views known to the Parish Council and your 
County Councillor, Mr. John Reynolds.

Swavesey Village College 


GCSE Examination results 1994 
For the third year running, since their introduction 
in 1992, Swavesey Village College students ap- 
peared near the very top of both the County's and 
the National comprehensive schools' GCSE 
‘League tables’. 
Ninety-four of our 145 Year 11 students achieved 
5 or more higher grade (A-C) passes. At 64.8% of 
the year group, this represents an outstanding 
achievement. Forty-nine students passed all nine 
subjects at grades A - C and the number of A grade 
passes, at 23.6%, was 10% above the National 
average. 
Achievements in English, Mathematics and Sci- 
ence were particularly strong and the results in 
Music, Art and German were outstanding. 
This year's record results are a glowing tribute to 
the quality of teaching and learning at the college.

Cycleway: Bar Hill/Dry Drayton 

The Parish Clerk of Dry Drayton is expected to 
reply shortly regarding the possibility of a meeting 
between the 2 Parish Councils to discuss the present 
feelings on this cycleway. 
Drainage of Village Green 
Certain investigative work has been umdertaken, 
uncovering culverts which, when cleared, it is hoped 
will improve drainage at the bottam end of the Green. 
The Land Consultant will be callled in again to 
advise on how best to proceed on this project. 
Consent Street Order 
It was agreed that the Parish Council would apply 
for a Consent Street Order to be imposed on the 
whole of Bar Hill. This would mean that the Parish 
Council's permission would be required for a hawker 
to trade on the Village. 
Bin Buptying/Litter Collection 
The Councillors noted the efficiency of the District 
Council workmen at bin emptying and agreed that 
they should be asked to continue this throughout 
tthe winter. In addition to the bin emptying they 
will be asked to “litter pick" on a fortnightly 
basis. 
Cycling in Bar Hill 
There have been complaints regarding cyclists on 
footpaths in the Village travelling too fast, especia 
—Ly om "blind" bends and approaching footpath juncti 
“ons. The Parish Councillors would ask that all 
cyclists who may be guilty of this, take a little 
more care and have consideration for other foot- 
path users. 
Roof Repairs — Village Hall 
Tt was agreed that £6,000 should be given to the 
Village Hall Management Committee towards the cost 


of roof alteration/repair. 
Parking in Otter Close 

Clir. P. Llloyd will be carrying out a survey 
on Otter Close to try and establish the actual 
cause of the parking problem in that area.

Hi again, This seems to be the season of the 
orphans, especially young birds and baby hedge- 
hogs. Late liitters may produce autumn orphans, 
so if you know of "hogs" in your area please put out 
some dog food on a plate for them, now winter is 
nearly here. 

October sees them constructing their winter 
nests and trying to put on as much fat as possible, 
the reason some are seen foraging in the daytime; 
not only must thye eat to survive from day to day, 
but alos put on a fat supply for their the winter ( 
they should weigh at least 11b or 450 gm). Any 
“hog" which doesn't weigh this is virtually con- 
demned to death. 

If anybody would like them, I have information 
sheets about "hogs"....... 50p. 

Just recently, I moved a lot of my wood from my 
garage (it's meant to be for the car, not a timber 
yard) to the council lock-up. Included in this move 
were some boxes I had already made .... bat, tit and 
an owl box, not in themselves worth a lot of money, 
but worth a lot in the time taken to make and 
waterproof them .... well just recently we had the 
village "lads", under adult supervision, working 
there to tidy up the area. 

At some time in the morning they had to be in 
the lock-up to get the tools required for the work; 
well sometime during that day my ow! box was 
squashed flat and covered in dusty footprints. The 
boy who I was told "did it" actually said "I fell 
backwards and sat on it and it broke". How does 
that account for the fact that it was covered in 
dusty footprints? 

Over at the reserve, the dragonflies are looking 
as magnificent as ever and making the most of 
their short lives (egg laying for future genera- 
tions). House martins are still fling above the 
village and some nests still have young in them. 
The newts and newtlets will soon be leaving and 
looking for a winter residence. 
There was a fantastic show of 
blackberries, rosehips and haws 
in the hedgerow.... food for 
mammals and birds over the 
coming months.

Bar Hill Says No To Local Government Reform 


The People Who Pay Have Now Had Their Say 


Yes its true, the people who pay have now had their say on the Local 
Government Commissions report, they have given the thumbs down to 
reorganisation. Figures produced from letters and survey forms, completed by Bar 
Hill residents over the last two months and received by the Commission in its public 
consultation period, clearly show 52 % wanted no change in Cambridgeshire, but 
27% voted for the County to be divided into two new Unitary or Single Tier 
Councils [the County Council's choice}. This would amalgamate South and East 
Cambridgeshire District Councils and Cambridge City Council, 11% voted for the 
County to be divided into three Councils, this suggestion also amalgamates South 
and East Cambridgeshire and Cambridge City. Only 5% wanted South 
Cambridgeshire to join with Fenland, 5% supported other solutions. Across the 
county over 27,000 people, just over 5% of the population expressed their views, 
but in Bar Hill this figure was nearly 6%. 


So what next ! , the Mori opinion polling organisation by been requested by 
Commission to detailed survey of nearly 2000 Cambridgeshire residents to further 
market test opinion. The Commission will be announcing its recommendations for 
Cambridgeshire some time in late October. Their report will be presented to the 
Secretary of State at the Department of the Environment for consideration and 
approval, but there will be a further six week period, when any one can challenge 
the report, simply by submitting their views direct to the Government. The Secretary 
of State having considered all the information, could refer the report back to the 
Commission, [as he has done for some other counties] requesting them io 
reconsider their recommendation, or he could present it for approval and 
implementation by Parliament. We are unlikely to know the answers to these 
questions until February 1995, so watch this space.
